The response by the Examiner in the action mailed January 31, 2008 is incorporated by reference. 

Sakuta provides suggestion to one of ordinary skill in the art to reasonably expect that the silicone compositions of Sakuta could be used to 
provide a stabilized dispersion of antiperspirants or vitamin C because it discloses that the compositions can be used "as a base for creams 
and cake-moldings for cosmetics and products other than drugs", which encompasses antiperspirants or vitamin C. Particulary in view that 
vitamin C is used in all types of cosmetics. Applicant asserts one of skill in the art would have no expectation that the silicone compositions 
of Sakuta would be suitable for stabilizing antiperspirant or vitamin C in skin care compositions which is evidenced by the fact the 
applicants' invention was the result of extensive studies (see page 3, lines 8-17 of specification). The Examiner observes that the claims are 
drawn to a cosmetic material and not a antiperspirant per se. The claims do not recite anything about stability and the specification does not 
appear disclose any results for the extensive studies Applicant has refered to. The reference discloses that the compositions can stably 
dispers powders as well as water, therefore it would have been reasonable to one of ordinary skill in art that the silicone compositions of 
Sakuta could provide a stabilized dispersion of antiperspirant of vitamin C. 
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
